ment of the committee at a session 
held last week. 

The new territory which the com- 
mittee voted to include in the city 
lomits at the meeting held Friday 
afternoon will take in all of land 
lots 57-and 103 in the northern sec- 
tion of the county and will inelude all 
territory lying west of Piedmont 
road. This territory embraces the en- 
tire Brookwood Hills development and 
the remaining part of the Ansley Park 
golf course which did not already lie 
in the city limits, 

In Southern - Section. 

Ta the southern section of the coun- 
ty all of land lot 57 is included, as 
is all that strip lying west of a line 
200 feet east of Sawtell road in land 
lots 39, 40 and 58. This property 
would take into the city the new plant 
of the Chevrolet Motor Company, 
located at MeDonough and Sawtell 
roads, 

The committee previously bad voted 
to take into the city land lots 101, 
102, 110, 111 and 112 in the north- 
ern se@tion of the county. Land lots 
57 and 103 and parts of the others 
in the northern area which are in- 
cluded in the annexation proposal lie 
to the east of the west boundary of 
land lots 102, 103 and 110. Piedmoat 
road is the boundary on the east and 
Wesley avenue on the north.

teconstruction of the Mitchell 
street viaduct, near the Terminal sta- 
tion, which has been closed to traf- 
fic for more than a year because of 
its “dangerous and unsafe condition,” 
will be recommended to city council 
with the unanimous approval of the 
bridge committee at its regular meet- 
ing at 3 o'clock Monday afternoon. 

Cost of the project will be $206,- 
700 and the action of the bridge com- 
mittee provides that the MacDougald 
Construction Company, which has just 
completed the erection of the Pryor 
street and Central avenue viaducts, 
be awarded the contract. The figure 
is $8.300 under the, estimate of C. E. 
Kauffman, bridge engineer, for the 
work, 

Provision of the funds for the work 
will be made by taking $185,000 from 
unexpended repair funds mandatory 
in paving streets of the city under the 
baby bond plan, and the remaining 
money from anticipated receipts from 
the general tax fund. 

Mayor Gives Approval. 

Mayor I. N. Ragsdale approved the 
method and sent a letter to Alderman 
W. Guy Dobbs, chairman of the 
bridge committee, commending the 
procedure, 

Despite the fact that: the city's 
funds will not be available fur the 
next several weeks because legislative 
approval of the proposed transfer of 
the funds from the streets repair ac- 
count to the bridge work is needed 
to legalize the proposition, Alexander 
MacDougald, prexident of the * eon- 
struction firm, addressed a communi- 
cation to the mayor and general coun- 
cil in which he proposes to proceed at 
once with the work and defer pay- 
ments until the funds are ready. 

Mr. Ragsdale appeared before the 
streets committee session and cham- 
pioned the proposal. to rebuild the 
Mitchell street span at once.

Field and Devclopment

Immediate survey of Candler field 
to insure a start within the next few 
days of improvement of Atlanta's air- 
port was voted Friday afternoon al 
a meeting of Fulton county commis; 
sioners and city officials. Clarke 
Donaldson, chief of city construction, 
will begin the survey at once. 

On completion of the survey, county 
commissioners will hold another meet- 
ing and $240,000 in improvements for 
the field will begin immediately after- 
wards, it was said. Government engi- 
neers will assist in drawing final 
plans for the improvements. Coun- 
ty convict labor will be used in the 
grading and filling. 

Extension of the east and west 
runway at the field to 2,750 feet in 
length and 200 feet wide will be the 
first phase of develoment, it was de- 
cided, following advice of fliers, in- 
cluding Colonel Charles A. Lindbergh 
that this was one of the most impor- 
tant needs of the airport. This air- 
way will extend as far as the Whip- 
ple avenue boundary of the field. 

Plan for general improvement in- 
cludes regrading of the entire field 
and eventual construction of a con- 
erete “apron” in front of the han- 
gars to eliminate dust when planes 
are warming up. 

Reduction of the cost of carrying 
out the complete development plans 
which call for $240,000 is anticipated 
through use of convict labor. Under 
tentative agreement, the city will sur- 
vey and plan the work while the 
county will grade. the huge volume 
of dirt nécessary to Tevel the field. 
This will include filling in the west- 
ern part of the race track.

Elizabeth, N. J.. April 12.—(United 
News.)—A dual life so complex as to 
astound the most experienced psycho- 
pathologists lay revealed to New Jer- 
sey polce tonight as they pieced to- 
gether the story of Henry Colin Camp- 
bell, confessed “torch murderer” of his 
bigamousr wife.

Raising the standards of educatiun

/to limit its membership and thus as- 
sure a greater measure of success for 
all lawyers and help to remove the 
strain of fearing for themselves and 
families in later life, declared Henry 
Upson Simms, of Birmingham, in his 
address before the Atlanta Lawyers’ 
Club at the Henry Grady hotel Fri- 
day night. 

“There are to many lawyers,” the 
; speaker stated, “and some, not being 
able to secure business ethically, se- 
cure it unethically to the discredit of 
| the profession.' The chief value of -the 
higher education standards would be 
| to limit their numbers. Of course this 
i will not affect this generation but in 
looking to the future I consider it of 
utmost importance.”

Flee to Caves 
To Save Lives 


Guion, Ark., April 
tween 75 and 100 persons 


homes were swept away by a tornado 


Wednesday told relief workers today 
of some of the hardships that attend 


the lives of “cave dwellers.’’ Members 
25, to 30 families took shelter 


of from 
in caves in a mountain near which 
their village was situated, and pursued 
a primitive mode of existence until 
outside aid reached them today. 
Huddled together in family groups. 
the refugees spent Wednesday night 
in three large caves which not only 
were damp from a heavy rain that 
followed the storm but which are al- 
ways several degrees cooler than the 
outside atmosphere. No blankets were 
available, so fires were built at en- 


trances and the refugees took turns 


at warming themselves and going back 
to their damp resting places to doze 
fitfully ax fatigue overpowered them. 

With the dawn, they emerged from 
their refuges to gaze upon the debris 
of their wrecked homes. They returned 
to the ecnves after a’ search of th» 
ruins failed to produce anything of 
fool value except a can of coffee. 
Securing a large battered bucket. black 
coffee was prepared and the refugees, 
men, women and children, either took 
turns at drinking from the one ¢con- 
tainer or from cups improvised from 
tin cans. 

Shortly hefore noon the Missouri 
Pacific railroad had _ sufficiently 
cleared its right of way to permit a 
small motor car to travel from Bates- 
ville to Guion. Several portages around 
fallen tree trunks were necessary but 
the motor car crew finally § arrived 
at Guion with a small amount of ba- 
con and coffee. 

These supplies were hurriedly 
cooked and, hopes revived, the refu- 
gees set about again exploring’ the 
ruins. This time they found a few 
badly torn mattresses which they 
placed near thé entrances of the 
caves, With other torn bits of cloth- 
ing and bedding material the men 
made rude beds for the women anil 
children and all prepared to spend 
another night as cave dwellers. 

Fires were lighted and the men 
gathered about. There was little con- 
versation, the refugees reported.

cision. She absolutely denied she had 
been “shoyed out” as one report 
stated. 

That explanation of a hunch was 
the only rift in a veil of mystery that 
has shrouded her decision to retire 
and settle on a farm in the middle 


west. 
Not Engaged Nor in Love. 

She is not engaged, nor is she in 
love, but merely following a desire 
“to have a grand time living—to 
move out on a farm, wear ginghaa 


, aprons, and dig in the dirt.” 


All her life, Miss Talley said, she 
has been following hunches. It was 
a hunch that made hef start singing 
lessons at the age of 11 and sent her 
to New York to study, when pessi- 
mists predicted that she would be 
swallowed in the crowd. It was-a 
hunch that sent her on to Europe de- 
spite the protestations of friends that 
it would ruin her career and in the 
face of one adviser’s wail that “ten 
thousand devils” couldn't hold her. 

Those hunches resulted in an audi- 
tion before Gatti-Casazza, impresario 
of the Metropolitan opera house, and 
her debut that attracted nation-wide 
attention. Today, she said, another 
hunch is prompting her decision to re- 
tire and live on a farm in the middle 


west. 
Relations Amiable. 

“It’s ridiculous to say that I’ve 
had trouble with Mr. Gatti Casazza 
or any one else at the Metropolitan,” 
Marion Talley said today. “My re 
lations with them all—management 
and foreign stars—have been most 
amiable. I have no enemies at the 
Metropolitan that I know of. 

“Yesterday Mr. Gatti’s secretary 
came to me with-a contract for next 
year just as I was leaving the opera 
house and because other people were 
waiting for me I couldn't stop to 
sign it. I told him I- would see 
him Jater about it and then decided 
that I might just as well do now 
what I have expected to do all along 
—retire.” 


Miss Talley announced that she 


didn’t expect to sing agaiu in public 
after her performance in Cleveland— 
not even in the choir’ of the church 
if there is one near her farm when 
she gets it. 

“Singing in public was just an epi- 
sode in my life—that’s all. And now 
I’m going to try another.” 

Came From Kansas City. 

Miss Talley came from Kansas 
City, Mo., to make a $100,000 debut 
at the Metropolitan February 17, 
1926. A trainload of her fellow towna- 
men came to augment the thousands 
who stormed the opera house that 
night and accord her thunderous ac- 
claim for her Gilda in “Rigoletto.” 

Born in Nevada, Mo., Miss Talley 
gave promise of musical talent at an 
early age. She sang popular songs 
at two, began the study of the piano 
at five and the violin when she was 
seven. . 

In 1922 she had her first audition 
before officials of the Metropolitan. 
her lyric soprano was favorably re- 
ceived and on advice of Mr. Gatti- 
Casazza, general manager 
Metropolitan, she coutinned her studies 
in New York and Europe. 

It was announced. a year ago that 
her net earnings under the manage- 
méht of F. C. Coppicus, head of the 
Metropolitan Musical Bureatc, from 
her concert career which began in- the 
spring of 1926 to February, 1928, 
were $334,892. This was exclusive 
of her contracts with the Metropoli- 
tan Opera Company. 

Very Young te Retire. 

A retirement of a singer so early 
in a stellar career is unp ted. 
Geraldine Farrar left the Metropoli- 
tan after attaining success compara- 
tively }oung, but she was then older 
than Miss Talley is now, and she 
has continued in concert since then. 
Other noted singers have made public 
appearances well into middle life. 

The New York World said today 
in. regard to Miss Talley: 

“Numerous rumors became current 
as to possible causes of her decision.

It was pointed 
out today that the agreements have 
not heen ratified and the matter could 
get be discussed until final action is 
tuhen by “the papacy and the Llitalian 
goverment, 

Informal Information, 

The American government has re- 
ceived only the most highly informal 
information regarding the agreement 
and concordat between 
and Italy. It is expected 
circles here that this government will 
he officially informed of the recogni- 
tion of Italy by the sovereignty of the 
Vatican after the agreements are rati- 
fied. 

In that case, it was pointed out, 
the United States would then he 
“aware” of the existence of the Vati- 
ean state, but thix would not neces- 
sarily imply diplomatic recognition of 
its sovereign status by this government. 
It is, of course, not known what the 
attitude of the American government 
on re-establishment of diplomatic re- 
lations with the Vatican would be if 
the concordat and agreements with 
italy are ratified within the prescribed 
four months after being signed. 

While it is not impossible that Car- 
dinal Gasparri might approach the 
United States on the question of dip- 
lomatic recognition after the signing 
of the agreements with Italy, it is 
doubted that any formal step would be 
taken by the papal secretary of state | 
until informal approaches had been | 
made to the American government to 
learn its attitude.

Often, after an apparently 
self-supporting athlete leaves college, 
it is found that some “sporty alum- 
nus” has been paying his way, Good- 
night said. 

“All this comes within the province 
of the deans.” he continued. “We 
could help eliminate these evils by 
working together against them.” 

Secretary of Interior Wilbur, pres- 
ident of Stanford university, agreed 
with Goodnight that athletics have 
lowered scholastic standards but said 
he considered their benefits compen- 
sate in a measpre for.this loss. He 
added that undergraduates can better 
be trusted than alumni to keep ath- 
letics clean.

He stated Friday that its navy yard 
had ample facilities for such work 
an that one cruiser had already been 
built there. If the project goes through 
as planned, the results for the south- 
eas§ will be far-reaching, it has been 
pointed out. 

It is estimated that the work will re- 
quire about 1,000 men, all of whom 
would be selected under the civil serv- 
ice laws and through the civil service 
office here. In addition, all sections 
of the southeast could furnish much of 
the necessary materials. .

other. materials could be secured in 
the Atlanta inspection district, as well 
as much of the intricate electrical ap- 
paratus. A great volume of business 
would also be created for the railroad 
and shipping interests, it is said. 
Additional work would also follow 
for the inspection here which would 
probably result in an increase in the 
present staff. As a further argument 
for the Charleston location, it is said 
that the navy yard there is to all 
intents and purposes idle and that 
available facilities are not being used. 


Supplies Examined.. 


The inspection office here was estab- 
lished in June last year and with a 
staff of six men, has charge of in- 
specting all materials bought for the 
navy department in this district. Ex- 
perts in various lines are employed 
who are kept almost constantly on the 
road examining all kinds of supplies, 
the idea being that any rejections 
should. be made at the point of manu- 
facture rather than having the mate- 
rial first shipped to the point where 
it is to be used. 

As an example of the work done, 
more than $60,000 worth of canvas 
and sheeting, the product of the At- 
lanta penitentiary “duck mill.” was 
recently approved and will be shipped 
to every United States navy yard and 
nava station in the world.

United States Golf Association and Atlanta golf clubs.

Capital City, Druid Hills and At- 
lanta Athletic Club officials have 


lagreed to furnish funds for the proj- 


ect; the experimental plot probably 
will be laid out at Druid Hills. The 


U. 8. G. A, will cooperate to the ex- 
tent of furnishing all seeds, stolens, 
fertilizers and supplies.

GREENS UNDER PAR. 


For many years the golf courses of 
the south have been trying valiantly 
to bring a national championship tour- 
nament below the Mason and [Dixon 
line but the question of suitable greeus 
has always arisen. Bermuda is a 
hardy grass and will survive the rigors 
of a southern summer like no other 
grass but in times of drouth it becomes 
stubbly and even at its best does not 
produce the keen putting surface of 
the bent and other grasses. 

Under present conditions all south- 
ern clubs are forced to use two sets 
of greens during the year if they 
choose to have acceptable surfaces. 
The aim of .the experimental work 
will be to discover a suitable grass 
for year-around greens. If the dis- 
covery is made,“the south, that has 
furnished the world’s greatest golfer 
and many others of national ranking. 
will take its rightful place in national! 
competition.
